Peiteang presents no 


natural defensive features and the war 
department knows no strategetio reason 
why the Chinese should have made a 
stand there rathar than at any of the 
other of the dozen villages east of the 
walled town of Tung Chow, where is 
stored an immense amount of provis- 
ions upon which the city of Pekin 
would Lavo to depend in case of a 
siege. From the fact that the engage- 
ment lasted seven and a half hours it is 
argued in the department that either 
the Chinese must have been heavily en- 
trenched or that there was an immense 
horde of them to so stubbornly contest 
the advance of the 16,000 international 
troops. It is figured by military ex- 
perts that a loss of 1,200 killed and 
wounded on the part of the allies prob- 
ably means a loss of from three to six 
times as many by the Chinese.

Littlo doubt is entertained that the 
news is substantially correct. It is 
probable that later reports will reduce 
thj number of casualties sustained by 
the allies, but it ia evident that the real 
move upon Pekiu is under way und that 
the advancing column is meeting with 
strong opposition. 
The war depart- 


ment, which has been extremely reti- 
cent for several days, admitted today 
that the announcement of trouble was 
not unexpected.

Japanese undeJ General Y.-unachuchi and 
lO.(XK) KusKiuns. The British force totals 
0,000, and the other foreign troops art 
7,000. "We are weak in artillery. 


"On Aug. 1 a strong force of Chinese 


from the native city attacked Tien-tsin. 
By a series of brilliant charges our troops 
drove the enemy from their positions. 
The native city is still defiant, and the 
allies are unwilling to march troops 
through the streets, as this would mean 
an immense slaughter. When the Chi- 
nese saw so large a body of troops march- 
ing westward, they apparently believed 
they would have an easy victory over 
thgse who were left."

correspondent in Peking, dated July Ii2, 
bays: 


"The women have borne all the horrors

Tin) Dorr Light. 


The remarkable light which has bce.ii 


brought forward in Germany and known 
as tho Durr light is declared to bo equally 
cnpnblo of use for interior illumination. It 
is originated by automatic evaporation and 
overheating of tho vapors from ordinary 
lump petroleum. 
Tho vapors, being con- 


verted into gus, when burned yield it light 
of from U.OOO to 34,000 caridlo power. Tho 
apparatus consists of a tank containing 
tho supply of petroleum, which is removed 
sufficiently from tho burner to nvoitl ull 
clnngir of flre from tho flame. Tho oil is 
conducted by drops into a burner of special 
construction, after tho latter has been 
heated for about flvo minutes by means of 
oil which is burned. In snmll heating pans 
furnished with the apparatus. Behind tho 
burner from which tho flame issues there 
is a second burner, which, after the heat- 
ing of the pans has been removed, contin- 
ually produces tho vapors nnd heats them 
to a high temperature, at tho sftino time 
completely surrounding the first burner 
•with a strong I lame. This arrangement is 
mid to rnako tho extinction of the light an 
Impossibility, even in tho strongest wind. 
Fresh nil is drawn in between the burner 
and tho external cylinder by the force of 
tho flame rushing out, nnd by using this 
nlr in tho burner a smokeless flame results 
on account of. tho air supply being heated. 
Tho oil used is ordinary 100 proof coal oil, 
tho consumption of which is about 1% 
rlnts per 1,000 candle power.—Railway

out of that word?1' the manage* asked, 


The reporter looked over his shoulder 


and was puzzled too. The reporter had 
just dropped Into the office to say "How 
d'ye do?" and to hear if any new orbits had 
been calculated for the planets and satel- 
lites of the stage. The paper which the 
manager held was a report from the stage 
manager. It said: "Miss - and Miss 
- fined for making (then came tho 
word that was hard to read) gestures, 50 
cents each. Miss - and Miss -- for 
laughing at them aloud, 25 cents each 
Tho question — merely for the satisfaction 
of curiosity, not that it was of any other 
importance — was what sort «f gestures 
they were which, in the opinion of the 
stage manager, ought to cost 50 cents each. 
After a good deal of study tho word was 
mudo out to be "exageratory." 


"Do you have to fine the members of 


tho chorus often for making 'exageratory' 
gestures or for other faults?" the reporter 
asked. 
"No," said the manager, "not very of- 


ten. With our company, which is employed 
through tho season and is thoroughly dis- 
ciplined, there is loss need of it than there 
is in some others that are got together for 
shorter periods and are not so well trained 
and managed. But it has to be done sonic 
times. There is no other way to insure dls 
cipllne. To keep them in order all tho 
time you have got to touch them whero 
they feel it most, in their pockets. ' ' 
' ' What are the usual offenses for which 


you inipose fines?" 
"Just such as these that you see before 


you — acting wrong on the stage or luugb 
ing or talking or dressing wrong, or faults 
in making up or tardiness. Half a dollar 
is the usual amount, or a quarter for littl< 
things.'1 


"Never more?"

"Oh, for something more important 


like impertinence to tho stage manager 
there might bo o fine of a dollar now am 
thonl but halves and quarters arc the rcg 
ular thing. A man or a woman in th 
chcrup, or a girl in the ballet, who is got 
ting 815 a week, really misses 50 conts am 
will generally try hard not to loso it." 


'Do you have to keep up the system al 


through the season?" 


"Oh, yea, from tho beginning of rehears 


ols to tho very end. There is a little mor 
latitude at rehearsals, of course, than thor 
is when the piece ifi actually on tho stag 
and before tho public. It doesn't make s 
much difference then if a chorus girl whls 
pcrs to tho ono next to her at the wron 
time, and promptness is not so necessarj 
though most stage managers are prett 
particular on that point." 


"How much latitude do you allow 1 


tho matter of tardiness before you impose 
fines?" 


"None, now. We used to, and some com- 


panies do still, hut we think tho better way 
is to require, absolute promptness. You 
have heard thu expression among actors, 
'Ton minutes for difference of watches.' 
That used to bo the rule always all over 
tho world, I suppose. That is, you know, 
If a rehearsal was called for 10 o'clock, 
nobody would be fined for lateness if ho 
got there before 10:10. A few years ago in 
England they began the system of calling 
a rehearsal say at '10 o'clock for 10:30.' 
That meant that the appointed hour for 
assembling was 10 and for beginning the 
rehearsal 10:30, and that a fine would bo 
imposed on anybody who was not there at 
10:30. Wo did that for awhile, and I think 
it is a good way, but now wo simply give 
the exact hour and expect everybody to bo 
on hand. If they would be safe, or if they 
suspect that their clocks and watches are 
wrong, they can make allowance for it 
themselves and come ten minutes earlier 
just as well as to come ten minutes late 
and expect us to make the allowance." 


Actors who wero indignant at tho im- 


position of fines have been known to in- 
sinuate that the stage manager did it to 
save the money, but there is little reason 
to suppose that this is done with any fre- 
quency. Fines are small penalties for peo- 
ple with small salaries. There have been 
jokes about thc manager's getting his total 
receipts from the fines of the actors, but 
they were only jokes. The fines of a big 
opera company would scarcely amount to 
$50 in the course of a season, and it would 
not be worth a manager's while to trj to 
save money in that way. 


Some managers give all their fines to a 


charity at the end of the season. Dave 
Henderson of the Chicago Opera House 
does that, and he has a good, big, unruly 
Chicago burlesque company on his hands, 
and the fines amount to more than they do 
with some companies. 
Some managers 


save up tho fines and return them to thc 
actors who have paid them at the end of 
the season. In this case, of course, the 
only punishment is the inconvenience of 
going without the money for a time. But 
the chorus girls do not know, when they 
do wrong, that they are going to get their 
fines back. It depends on the pleasure of 
the manager, and he does not spoil the 
effect of his penalties by telling that he is 
merely acting as a compulsory banker. 


It happened onso In recorded history that 


a certain stage manager reported to his 
manager that Miss So-and-so was fined 25 
cents for whispering. 
It happened that 


there were four Miss So-and-sos, sisters, in 
the chorus, and tho manager did not know 
which one of them was meant. 
Tnen the 


brilliant plan occurred to him of fining 
each ono of them S5 cents, and he accord- 
ingly did so, subtracting that amount 
from the envelope of each one when pay- 
day came. And all four girls submitted 
Without complaint. 
This story—it is no 


fable—teaches that violent protests against 
fines are not the rule, and that there are 
some persons on the stage who know that 
they ought to be fined whether they are 
or not.—New York Tribune.

are everywhere known, but there are per- 
haps few who think of him except as the 
hero of wild adventures. That he was, trot 
ho was more.

THE VATICAN. 


An Interesting; Description of Rome's Fa- 


mous Old Handing. 


Tho Vatican covers a space of 1,200 feet 


in length nml 1.000 fret, in breadth and is 
the largest r»ilace in the world. It is in 
Koine, on tbo right bank of the river Tiber, 
nnd on the Vatican bill, from which it de- 
rives its name. It is Raid to have been 
founded by Pope Synmiachus, who erected 
a small house on its site about 800 A. D. 
On this site, too, a building was inhabited 
by Charlemagne in 800. 


Several times it has fallen into decay 


nnd been restored. I'ope Eupenius rebuilt, 
it on n magnificent scale in 1160. In 130o 
Clement V removed the papal see from 
Rome to Avignon, and the Vatican was 
in a neglected and obscure state for many 
jears. 


Nicholas V in 14BO commenced the great 


work o£ making it the noble palace that it 
now is. After the return of the pontifical 
court to Rome it became the actual resi- 
dence of the pope. One. after another a 
long lino of popes have added splendid 
buildings to it, and at present the lowest 
estimate gives the number of rooms at 
4 4°2 
•j,t~A.. 


Gradually it has been enriched with 


great paintings, statues, books, curious 
medal", gems, frescoes and antiquities o£ i 
every description, until it is now the • 
world's richest depository. The museum 
of statuary is about a mile in length and 
contains more than 70,000 statues 'that 
have been exhumed from the ruined tem- 
ples and palaces of Rome. 


The Vatican contains the Sistine chapel, 


built, by SixtnsIV in 1473 nnd adorned by 
the wonderful genius of Michael Angelo; 
the Pauline chapel, built by Paul III iu 
1540; 
the Loggia and Stnnze of Raphael, 


and the court of the Belvedere. 


The library of the Vatican is truly a 


great one. It is exceedingly rich in man- 
uscripts, containing as many as 40,000, 


as ho was strong. Ho had the true courte- 
sy of the heart, and withal a quiet pride— 
much as Richard the Lion He«rt and his 
knights, who thanked God they wore not 
clerks. 


"His nature was literally sweet—sweet 


by its vsholcsomeness—sweet as a clear cut 
winter morning is sweet. 


"When ho was to come to our house for 


the first time (he had just ridden overland 
from California on bis mission from Gen- 
eral Fremont, and my father, then in St. 
Louis, charged him to visit us), iny moth- 
er was a little uneasy. He was accompa- 
nied by Edward Bealc, then a midship- 
man, 
afterward General Ecalc. Carson 


was shy and reserved, and his welcome as 
one who had liccn Fremont's companion 
and right hand man overwhelmed him. 
Yot he was not awkward. A perfect gen- 
tleman, his dignity and delicacy complete- 
ly disarmed my mother. He had been 
'afraid the ladies might not care to have 
him there If they knew he had married a 
Sioux wife. But she was a good woman,' 
he declared. 'I never came in from hunt- 
ing but she bad water warm for my feet.' 
I have always remembered that—it was so 
like the simplicity of the Bible. 


"Carson was perfectly Saxon, clear and 


fair, with light., thin 'baby hair,' blue 
eyes, light eyebrows and lashes and a fair 
skin. He was very short and unmistaka- 
bly bandy legged, long bodied and short 
limbed—n man of great strength and vital- 
ity. On a horse he was superb—one of the 
most perfect riders of the frontier. And he 
was one of t no beat marksmen. 


"Ho had a quick and gentlosense of hu- 


mor. There was no self consciousness in 
him, nor bitterness. 


"It, used to delight him to goto the 


market (we were in Washington) and 
watch the crowds and talk with tho mar- 
ket people. That it could be so easy to pro- 
cure food was a revelation to him. As my 
mother said, he who had so of ten had to 
risk his life for a mouthful could appre- 
ciate this abundance. 


"lie was devoted to my daughter Lilly, 


then 7 years old. She seemed wonderful to 
him, for the children he had known on the 
frontier? of course, had not had many ad- 
vantages, and he was surprised at her 
ideas. Sensitive to e\ory generous ami re- 
fined impulse, as lie was, he was charm- 
ing to children. 


"One clay, I remember, he bought a pair 


of turtle doves in the market nnd brought 
them home to Lil in a squirrel cage. It 
was in Washington in the slave days, but. 
he brought the cage In his own hand—a 
thing no white, person thought of doing 
there in those days. He told her how in 
the wildcrniss lie used to hear the doves 
call, and that when ho was in tho market, 
and heard these lamenting be wished to 
get them for her. Tho child was faithful 
in raring for them, but one hot September 
day, fagged and wilted, she forgot them, 
and they were drooping. I was going to 
care for them, but he said: 'No, let her 
sec what she lias done. One lesson will bo 
enough for her." 


"She attended to them, anil then Carson 


took her on his knee and talked to her 
with the, very feeling of the Hindoos—that 
the life of tho smallest creature should 
never 1 e taken except at need. Nest day, 
in looking over LitteU's 'Living Age,' ho 
found Andersen's 'The Lark and. the 
Daisy' and had me rend it to him, Lil sob- 
bing and Carson comforting her. 
" 'I went, to school in a log cabin school- 


house,' he said. 'One day there came tho 
cry of Injuns, and I ran with tho men— 
and thai- it lajs! But I would give $5,000 
if 1 could rend as you can.'

Variation Iu an. Apple. 


A correspondent in Vermont scuds the 


follow ing "paragraph and asks for com- 
ment on it: 


"H. H. L., Snn Francisco, writes: 'In 


the spring of 18:56 I was living in Park- 
man, Geauga county, O. I had 30 or 40 
apple trees. Some men came along graft- 
ing apples, and 1 employed them to graft 
my trees, which were about 6 years old. 
They cut off the limbs and put in prob- 
ably half a dozen grafts to tho tree. When 
they got to bearing, one of the trees had 
one graft that bore apples of about medi- 
um size, and one-half of the apple was yel- 
low and thc other half green. Thc yellow 
half was sweet and the green half was 
sour. One graft bore apples one-fourth yel- 
low and one-fourth green, and another one- 
fourth yellow and one /on -th green. Tho 
yellow was sweet and I he green suui-. Gun 
fou tell how that could happen?' " 


The apple was probably tho Bhofle Is- 


land greening, which is especially prone to 
play these pranks. In the east it is gener- 
ally classed with the subacid varieties. In 
California it is very often wholly sweet. 
Its habit of having occasionally sections of 
the same fruit of different characters is 
well known. Occasional variations in 
these and other characters are common in 
aJl kinds of fruits and flowers. Perfectly 
white stripes will at times appear in loaves 
normally green, and the white would have 
a different taste to the green. We do not 
charge these vagaries to grafting, crossing 
•with other pollen or any external influ- 
ence, but to some obscure law operating 
in plants at all times.—Mcehan's Monthly.

Fortifications That Mcnn Dancer to a Floci 


of IlOhtilc Sliipg. 


Charles Rawson Thurston thus describes 


one phase of modern harbor defenses in St 
Kicbolas: 


Various plans have been devised for tin 


building of coast defenses of this kind. 
Even fighting turrets like those, on moni- 
tors hove been suggested and built. Home 
of them rise into sight only preparatory to 
tho firing of the guns which they contain 
Others are somewhat raised above the sur- 
face, and tho puns disappear for loading. 
In cither case, though, very ponderous and 
expensive machinery is required for them 


A disappearing pun set up in a pit, sim- 


ilar to tho mortar pit is more in favor. 
There are several styles of these, with \n- 
rioxis powers to elevate thorn, but nil are 
lowered by thc recoil of the discharge. 


Thc Gordon counterpoise carriage is per- 


haps the most novel. It is fitted for a 10 
inch brcecbloading rifle, tho weight of 
which is about 67,200 pounds. It has nu 
advantage over other patterns in that 
while being loaded it affords greater pro- 
tection to itself and to the gunners than 
tho other styles, and this is an important 
feature. 
It is operated by cither hand 


power or electricity. With the former it 
has fired 32 shots in an hour, which is co- - 
sMored remarkably rapid firing. 


But this is not all that is needed to 


make a bay or harbor defensible. 
Those 


large guns would not bo very dangerous 
to an enemy's fleet of torpedo boats. Thews 
move and turn very quickly, and once 
past tho great guns the torpedo mines 
might be disposed of without much diffi- 
culty. To prevent such action by the en- 
emy batteries mounting rapid fire guns arc 
employed. Tho torpedo Ixiats can ehango 
their courses with such rapidity that big 
guns cannot IKS trained on them quickly 
enough to l>o effective, and alongshore, op- 
posite portions of tho channel where tor- 
pedo mines arc planted, are needed lw.T,t,er- 
ies of theso small spitfires. 


With such n quadruple defense ns torpe- 


do mines, mortar batteries, disappearing 
guns of long ranpo and batteries of rapid 
fire guns n fleet of hostile ships would find 
it a very difficult task to enter any bay or 
harbor along the coast. 


Boston's New Water Supply. 


Tho metropolitan water commission i 


about to build thu largest storage re.servoi 
in the world, its capacity being- no Ies 
than Go,000,000,000 gallons, or, ueoordiuj 
to Fire and Water, "enough to .supply thj 
city of Boston for !lJi years and four time 
as much as the capacity of all tho oxihti 
waterworks reservoirs of that city. It 
capacity is twice as much as that of th 
new ('roton reservoir of New York, thric 
that of the six rcser\oirs of Birmingham 
KiiRlaml, 150 times that of the Cochiiuat 
and 25 tiiue« that of Hobbfi I.rook of th 
Cambridge system. It will bold more wi 
ter than the inner harbor of Boston." 


This dam is to bo built, at Clinton 


Miiss., and tho vast volume of water, co\ 
ering o\cr 4,000 acres, will be cntrappe 
and retained by a dam 1,250 foot, long (< 
20 feet shorter than tho Croton dam), 1U7 
feet high above the ground and 168 feet 
high alme, its rock foundation. This dam 
is, however, not UK high as ft mrmbor of 
others which retain much less water. The 
Croton dam has a height of 157 feet, above 
ground and 245 above rock. "To guard 
against the pressure of tho millions of tons 
of water that will bo exerted on tho dam 
the engineers ha\e made their plans with 
the greatest care, drawing upon every at- 
tainable, source of information." Tho dam 
will cross a narrow gorge about, three-fifths 
of a mile above the Lancaster mills, at, 
which point solid a rock support for every 
part of the dam exists. It will be built 
vholly of masonry, having tho same form 
of cross section as that of the now Croton 
dam.—Engineering News.

Called "Noble Falcon*" Wer« Trained 
UuntcTH—The Several Kinds and Their 
Method* of Attack—Can Catch Ducks. 


Back In the middle ages, before the dis- 


covery of gunpowder, hunting with tho 
r.!d of tho falcon was as common us it now 
is with guns and dogs. The bird fanciers 
of those days named a certain group of 
hawks the "noblo falcons." 
These com- 


prised the long winged hawks, which tako 
their quarry while it is in motion, mrter 
approaching it stealthily, but always mak- 
ing their presence known by flying aloft, 
while watching for a chance to sweep 
downward upon tho prey. 


To the naturalist there are few sights of 


more absorbing interest than to watch ouo 
of these noble falcons while pursuing a 


' chosen victim. Yet it is anything but an 


I easy task to keep an eye upon it, in case 


it extends its search for a meal over a large, 
extent of country. If, however, ttie falcon 
is hunting through an open valley, tho 
naturalist, mounted on a tall tree or build 
ing, has ;v favorable opportunity to watch 
it, especially if aided by a powerful field 
glass. Every motion of the bird may thua 
be seen to advantage, except perhaps ita 
sudilen downward dash when its quarry is 
discovered. 


The smallest of our winged I'auna, the 


tiny "dicky birds,"as our English fricnda 
call them, the sparrows, wrens and tiny 
fly catchers, dread the handsome and active 
sparrow hawk as their most inveterate foe. 
Almost thrushlike in si7e, color and easy 
flight—when not in » hurry—this smallest 
of the noble falcons is not easily detected 
until seen at close quarters, but ho is al- 
most us sure of his victim as arc his larger 
relatives.
